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Believes the Plague Brought 
In by Immigrants Is 
Unrecognized. 


. 

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 9.—Mrs. Lan- 
don R. Mason, wife of the Rev. Dr. 
Mason, one of the most promineni 
Episcopal clergymen in Virginia, has 
been collecting records of lepers in the 
United States and other countries which 
are regarded with especial interest by 
the medical. profession and the mis- 
sicnary societies who are sending forth 
nurses and missionaries to thé leper 
colonies in this country and in foreign 
lands. 

Mason was especially interested 
in the case of John Early, the man 
who is now being car for by the 
Federal Government alon with his 
wife and their baby. 

Mrs. Mason has discovered that lep- 
rosy now exists in 14 of the United 
States. Recently there has been a leper 
colony established in Florida, where 
there are three victims of the plague. 
In the Louisiana colony there are about 
200 men and women and some children 
who are afflicted. 

Mrs. Mason says that in the West In- 
dies leprosy is prevalent to an alarming 
degree and that no effort is being made 
to isolate the cases, the result being 
that travelers to the West Indies and 
the West Indians who come to. this 
country are often in contact with the 
disease or even infected with it without 
knowing it. 

Not Warm Climate Disease, 

The argument has always been made 
by the medical profession that leprosy 
thrives in the warm climates only. Mrs. 
Mason brings forth records showing 
that leprosy thrives in Scandinavia, 
which shows that climate has little or 
nothing to do with the disease. 

The United States Government has es- 
tablished leper asylums in Manila and 
Hawaii. This was done in self-defense. 
Mrs. Mason also quotes a recent speech 
made by King Edward, in which he 
said: ‘ j 

“Leprosy seems to be spreading in 
our colonial possessions in South Africa 
and in Australia, which in some of our 
possessions is almost unchecked.”’ 

A report made after a convention of 
European and American physicians in 
China shows that the number of lepers 
in that country is greater than in any 

other nation of the world. It was shown 
also that at times in China when the 
scourge has been unbearable in certain 
communities relief has been obtained 
by poisoning, burning or burying alive 


{the sufferers, but as a rule no isolation 


is ever attempted in China. 

The records in Mrs. Mason’s poses- 
sion show that India alone has half a 
million lepers, whilé those in China and 
Japan will foot up to more than a mil- 
lion. 

It also is shown that there are un- 
counted thousands in Palestine, where 
a great current of travel pours con- 
stantly and from which there is a con- 
stant tide of immigration sweeping to 
this country. 

Mrs. Mason’s figures contend that the 
germ of leprosy is slow. Some times 
15 years elapse before it develops. Re- 
garding the leper germ she says: 

“T believe confidently that there is 
unrecognized leprosy in the United 
States firmly planted in Asiatic or 
European immigrants. Bread, cakeg, 
confections, cigars, etc., are made in 
quantities by leprous hands in those 
countries end sold by healthy members 
of their families to the public. We can- 
not guess to what extent such articles 
are exported or whether any of them 
come to us, 

“The germ of leprosy is not heridit- 
ary, but it is contagious, as has been 
proved by the enormous and growing 
number of victims; but it can be eradi- 
cated. The International Leper Mission 
founacd nearly forty years ago, is the 
only organization on earth that cén- 
quers this spreadirg of the plague. 

“This mission was begun with the 
view of helping the most miserable and 
neglected sufferers. Then it initiated 





the isolation of lepers in comfortable 


asylums and the removing and shelter- 
ing sound children from leper parents 
before they had contracted the disease. 
There are now 70 asylums, which sup- 
port thousands of lepers, while in other 
asylums healthy children of lepers are 
being péared in health and safety.” 
The report sent to Mrs. Mason from

The muffs 
are leather affairs, intended to hold a 
prisoner’s hands so that he cannot 
strike himself or anyone else. 

The testimony of Joe Runnels, an ex- 
convict, and a dramatic exemplification 
of the “Alakazan degree,” an old prison 
punishment, gave new color to the 
proceedings. It was during the testi- 
mony of Runnels that Miss Barnard 
put on a demonstration of the “Ala- 
kazan”’ degree. 

“IT insist. that Warden Haskell aad 
Deputy Warden Dobson Iie on their 
stomachs on this table for an. hour,” ex- 
claimed Miss Barnard. The committee 
glanced at the rotund figures of the of- 
ficers and broke into a hearty laugh, 
thereby incurring the displeasure of 
Miss Barnard. 

Says They_Disgrace State. 

“Laughing!"’ ejaculated the little 
woman. “you Kansans disgrace your 
State by your laughter.” 

Miss Barnard turned to Deputy War- 








den Debson, who was sitting in the 


room. 

““W4ll you be chained down on your 
stomach?” she inquired.

Supplementing ‘the 
St. Louls disclosures are 200 letters 
known to have been received by Gov. 
Folk, emphasizing irregularities in the 
senatorial primary election in Henry, 
Clark, Monroe; Howard, Lafayette, Cole 
and other counties. 

Gov. Folk has refused to discuss the 
specific allegations of fraud contained 
in these communications. 

According to a member ‘of the 8t.

Prepared Ballots Distributed. 

It ig known that in a precinct of the 
Sixteenth Ward, bossed politically by 
William J. (Boots) Brennan) one of the 
Democratic judges reported to the Elec- 
tion Board that no less than fifty ballots 
were handed to voters from which the 
names of; .Falk. and Gebhardt fwere 
scratched, leaving only the name of 
Stone to be voted for the Demoératic 
nomination for Senator. 


Prepared Stone ballots are alleged to 


have been used also in the Third Ward, 
which is a political asset of the Miles- 
Kinney-Brennan combination. 

In the Tenth Precmsct of the First 
Ward—the home of Delegate Ferd War- 
ner, recently convicted of bribery and 
sentenced to the Penitentiary for two 
years—178 votes were counted for Stone, 
and four for Folk, whereas Cornelius 
P. Roach, the highest candidate on the 
Democratic ticket, got 180, or two less 
than the combined senatorial. vote. 

The First Precinct of the Sixth Ward 
—a Butler bailiwick—gives Folk 28, 
Gebhardt 1, and Stone 91, or a total of 
129 against a total of 128 wgcelved by 
Roach, In the Seventh Precinct of the 
same ward Stone was credfted with 182 
votes, Folk’ 20, and Gebhardt 1, an’ ag- 
gregate vote of 203 for the Democratic 
senatorial nominees, although the lead- 
ing candidate on the ‘Democratic State 
ticket got only 116 votes. Here is a dif- 
ference of almost 100 votes between the 
State and senatorial candidates in fa- 
vor of Senator, Stone. 

No Votes Counted for Folk, 

In the Third precinct of the Fourth 
ward Stone. is given 300 votes and Folk 
none. A police canvass of that precinct 
just made. undef the direction of the St. 
Louis Circuit Attorney's office, accord- 
ing to authentic information received 
Here today, sliows that only 30 voters 
could be found who had voted for Stone 
while four declared they voted for Folk. 

In the breweéry-controlled wWards—the 
Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tepth and 
Eleventh—Stone got several hundred 
more votes than were credited to the 
highest candidates on the Democratic 
State ticket. 

These wards show overwnelming Stone 
majorities: on the face of the returns

CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—A breach of prom- 
ise suit in which Dr. Kirke Stanley of 
New York seeks $150,000 from Mrs. Jean- 
nette Deere Chapman, one of the heirs 
to the millions of the late John Deére 
of Moline, Ill., came to light today in 
the office of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court, 

The bill w filed last October, but 
carefully suppressed until service could 
be had on Mrs. Chapman. Not until 
last Monday were the eegs servers 
able to locate the defendant. en then 
the story was kept from.the public un- 
til today, when Attorney Henry Roth, 
acting for Dr. Stanley, admitted the 
existence of the svit. 

Mrs. Chapman is 58 years old and Dr. 
Stanley is 50, according to the attorney. 

Friends of Mrs. Chapman declared so- 
ciety circles in Chicago and other cities 
and in Europe would be stirred when 
the filing of the suit became known 
generally. 

Mrs. Chapman is one of the best 
known society women in the country. 
She lives in a handsome mansion in Mo- 
line, where the Deere family has been 
prominent for many years. Mrs. Chap- 
man also is one of ai, ene of society 
in New York, Paris, ‘Berlin and other 
cities where she spends parts of each 
year. 

Is a Society Physician. 

Dr. Stanley for years was the physi- 
cian of leading New York society wom- 
en. He had a practice amounting to 
thousands of dollars a year and first 
met Mrs. Chapman when she went to 
him for treatment. He gave up his lu- 
crative practice, according to Attorney 
Henry Roth, at the request of Mrs. 
Chapman, and a trip around the world 
was planned to precede the marriage. 

When the engagement became known 
to the children of Mrs. Deere, strong 
opposition was shown, with the result 
that not only was the troth broken, 
but the trip around the world was aban- 
doned, says the lawyer. 

The friendship between+ Dr. Stanley 
and Mrs. Chapman continued, but the 
children and other relatiyes are said 
to have been firm in their opposition to 
the marriage. Finally after pressing his 
suit persistently but without avail, Dr. 
Stanley came to Chicago from New 
York and placed the matter in the 
hands of Attorney Roth in the Atwood 
Building. The filing of the suit fol- 
lewed. 

Priacipals Guard Secret. 

Because of the prdminence of both 
parties, extraordinary efforts were made 
to keep the proceedings secret. Notice 
of. filing of suit was served on Mrs. 
Chapman in her palatial home in Mo- 
line and Dr. Stanley then left Chicago. 

Attorney Roth, although admitting 
that the suit had been filed, refused to 
make known where the plaintiff is to be 
found. 

Mrs. Chapman occupies in Paris and 
other cities of Europe a position similar 
to that of Mrs. Potter Palmer. She is 
known throughout the country for her 
Dhilanthropy. —

pelled John D. Rockéfeller to emerge 
fom obscurity, to alter all his pre- 
vious conduct towards the public and 
to make the most strenuous efforts 
of his life to avert the blows which 
he, with clear-sighted vision, sees 
how preparing against the company. 

The records of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department at Washington will 
hot probably show a single ‘nstance 
‘comparable to this of a trust magnate 
going on the record with such studied 
insolence and openly expressed‘ de- 
fance..When Rogers said “Good morn- 
ing, Mr. Governor,” he wanted the 
whele United States to see that Mr. 
Hadley bad not dragged him inco 
coult for any public purposes, but 
because Mr. Hadley wanted to be 
Governor of Missouri. Rogers wanted 
the people of the United States to 
understand that the legal representa- 
tive of a sovereign State compelling 
him to come into court and’ testify 
was not serving a public duty, nor 
engaged in a conscientious effort in 
compliance with his oath of office to 
enforce the laws of that State, but 
that he was merely serving his own 
ambition by endeavoring to make po- 
litical capital out of the popular fury 
against Stan ard Oil. 

That is the way it is regarded in 
New York. 

That was Standard Oii’s opinion of 
public officials three years ago. If at 
tha. time any public officer began 
proceedings against the company he 
Was personally insulted in public.

Standard Oil officials. Everybody else 
wa serving a pu.ely personal pur- 
pose. Standard Oil was;:above re- 
proach, but the people and their rep- 
resentatives were only . self-seeking. 

In other words, Standard Oil not 
only was above the law, but it ridi- 
culed the law. For years it had hid- 
den among the trapdoors and ‘subter- 
ranean passages of 26 Broadway, 
while the yacht Kanawah was lying 
eight minutes’ walk away at pier No. 
1, North River, with steam up always 
to afford an instant get-away. 
Shrouded in mystery, secret and un- 
derhanded, with its famous five 
ground. floors and its double crosses, 
this Goliath was more inscrutable 
than the Sphinx. 

This plan had worked for 20 years. 
Standard Oil had defied successful 
prosecution, until the people seemed 
to be helpless and it was generally 
believed that the company had actual- 
ly bought a presidential election. The 
ablest men in our country saw Stan- 
dard Oil as a national menace, under- 
mining our financial gtructure, in- 
fluencing courts, controlling legisla- 
tures and selecting candidates for 
the highest offices. 

Just as slavery from the repeal of 
the Missouri Compromise to the out- 
break of the Civi] War had appeared 
a dark, threatening menace to the 
very life of the republic, so in like 
manner Standard Oil had come to be 
looked upon as a strange, mysterious 
force, swollen with fabulous wealth 
and power, as great as, if not greater 
than the United States Government 
itself. This was commonly believed. 

That Siendard Oi! entertained the 
same opinion of itself was suddenly 
revealed to the people of the United 
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States when Rogers said to Mr. Had- 
lev, not once, but several times, 
“Goed morning, Mr. Governor.” There 
vas no wit in this remark, al‘hough 
Rogers is « friend of Mark Twain and 
pretends to a kind of sardonic humor. 
Upon: the contrary, it is now regarded 
as one of the most assinine stafe- 
ments ever made in the United States 
by a man in a responsible pos tion. 

Once a nan startled the ccuntry 
by asking in Congress, ““Where are 
we at?’ Shortly after Rogers said 
‘Good morning,’ Mr. Governor” he 
began to learn with swiftness prec‘se- 
ty where he was. at. 

The first intimation of this is ,be- 
‘ieved to have been received from 
Joha D. Rockefeller. Mr. Rockefel- 
ler is no fool, whatever Rogers may 
be. And he saw at a glance the dan- 
gerous possibilities of this studied in- 
sclence . H's communication on the 
subject with Mr. Rogers is believed in 
Wall street to Have had about the 
same effect as if the latter had beon 
hit with a lead pipe. His head fell 
into the basket at 26 Broadway with 
promptness eid dispatch. and since 
then Mr. Rogers has quietly removed 
hiraself from public view. 

Archbold took his place. In all d'- 
rections strenuous efforts were im- 
mediately made to counteract the ef- 
fect of Rogers’ conduct. . Standard 
Oil, which for years had pursued a 
policy of secrecy, hired a press agent 
at $20,000 a year and began to ped- 
die out bits of advertising and inter- 
views and donations to public chari- 
ties. 

That was what appeared on the 
outside. We now know that what 
was going on on the inside was the 
buying of newspapers and senators 
and the selection of judges. And as 
soon as these Initter facts came out 
Archbold met the fate of Rogers. 

If John D. Rockefeller could only 
find one other man lie’ himself, 
Standard Oil would be unreachable 
and invincible. Do you suppose that 
Joha D.- would ever enter a public 


court and insult the opposing coun- 


sei? Not on your life. Would he 
write a letter to a United States Sen- 
ator inclosing a check?. Not in a 
million years.

Standard Oil’s troubles, which are 
now gathering about the company 
like a cyclone, came not from John 
D. Rockefeller, but from his subardi- 
nates. The old man is wofking hard- 
er now than he ever worked before 
in his life to ride oft the storm. In 
his old age, when ought he had 
retired from business and was about 
to enjov some leisure, he sees Stand- 
ard Oil, the pride of his heart. driv- 
ing helplessly upon the rocks because 
his own chosen subordinates have 
not fellowed his directions. 

When Mr Hadley commenced pro- 
ceedings sgeinst this ouilaw  cor- 
poraticn Standard Oil was sailing 
the summer seas with-al] her canvas 
spread.

and millions of dollars. It is true 
that one judgment, of $29,000,000 was 
recorded against the company and an- 
other has just been filed of $150,000 
and that not one cent of this money 
ever may be paid. But don’t imag- 
ine that when Standard Oil evades 
the payment of a fine she gets off 
scot free. The legal expenses of the 
company frequently amount to more 
than the fines themselves. 

You can not retain by the year such 
lawyers as John G. Milburn.of New 
York and H. Sam Priest in St. Louis 
for any trifling sum. The latter, it 
is said, would not bend his mind to 
the consideration of even a hypothet- 
ical question for less than several 
thousand dollars, first paid as a re- 
tainer. 

Lawyers like this are only the gen- 
erals of Standard Oil’s mighty legal 
department.’ The company retains an 
army of the ablest lawyers in the 
United States and might almost be 
said to monopolize the country’s ex- 
pert legal talent the way it monopo- 
lizes petroleum. 

But aside from the gigantic sums 
Standard Oil has’ been compelled to 
pay for its legal defense in all parts 
of the country, aside from the tre- 
mendous fines inflicted upon it, has 
been the direct monetary loss. The 
stock of the company in its market 
value shrunk over $400,000,000 dur- 
Ing the past three years. In other 
words, the Rockefeller family has 
scen itself grow poorer millions of 
dollars per day for weeks at a time. 
If it had endeavored to realize ‘n 
cagh it would have been that much 
out of pocket. Rogers’ fortune and 
Archbold’s have been affected by the 
same influence.

Of the population of these the 
Census Bureau published estimates 
for 1904, 1905 and 1906, before the 
Oklahoma census of 1907 was actual- 
ly taken. When the rate of growth 
at the pace of Oklahoma City is 
reached from these figures, compared 
with St. Louis returns for 1908, it 
does not lower the Oklahoma average 
as a State by any means.

For two months the chief 
sat a prisoner in his cabin, not ven- 
turing to traverse the curses of hiv 
mother. Her aim was to aliendte 
him from Dr. Dye. 

When the physician returned and 
found the chief in the durance of in- 
visible chains, he reproached him for 
unmaniliness, but in vain. At last 
Dr. Dye was forced to enter the hut 
forcibly drag the chief forth. 
When that dignitary found himself 
outside, he trembled so that he could 
hardly stand, but as the threatened 
doom delayed to strike, he took 
heart, and finally scorned his moth- 
er’s art.

The next Sabbath she appeared at 
Sunday school, but camped herself on 
a stool on the threshhold, ready for 
instant flight, if she saw any prepara- 
tions on hand “to take her spirit 
away from her,” for she cou!d not be- 
lieve that so omnipotent a medicine 
man would not revenge himsvif on 
those who had antagonized him. 

Her vanity finally drew her into 
the Sunday school, when many visits 
had reassured her that the “foreign 
vyoodoo’s” designs were benevolent. 
It was a custom, in which all took 
delight, to call the roll of members. 
The “Here's” with which they an- 
swered their names were full of gust 
and pride. After being neglected sev- 
eral Sundays, the chief’s mother de- 
manded that her name be enrolled. 
Shortly afterwards she was baptized 
and renounced the black arts forever. 

When Dr. Dye prepared a year later 
to’ visit the Moncembe country, his 
coming was telegraphed for hundreds 
<f miles around by means of the na- 
tive drums. 

“With these huge drums,” says Dr. 
Dye. “the natives can send messages 
fcr hundreds of miles. with incredi- 
ble rapidity. The instrument is made 
of a tree stump, about six feet high rai 
and four or five feet across, This ‘s 
hotlawed out like a kettle, the walls 
being left thicker at some points than 
at others, so as to ob‘ain a differ- 
ence of pitch.

When the Congo police ap- 
pear on one of their raids, the news 
travels a hundred miles before then: 
in the reverberations of the drums, 
and they find deserted villages 
stripped of everything valuable.”

ORTALILY tables just published by the 
Mortuary Office of St. Louis for the year’ 
1908 reveal the staggering fact that 14 
babies died for every 100 born in the city during 
the twelvemonth. The adult death rate was only 
of per thousand, or one-tenth the infant mor- 
ty. an 
In the third and fourth health wards, comprising 
the thronging districts between Chouteau 
nue and O'Fallon street, and bet : 
and Jefferson avenue, the death rate of children 
ander 5 years of age mounted during the summer 
months to the fearful total of 22 deaths to every 
100 births. Im one single block in the “slums” 
ft is declared that an average of one baby a day 
died during June, July and August. eee 
The mortuary tables show that 90 per cent 
of these ravages among the babies were due to 
diseases caused by improper or insufficient food. 
Dreadful as are these statistics, ft is encouraging 
to perceive that they represent only half what 
the infant mortality was before the institution of 
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‘the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund, 


which saves the lives of hundred of babies each 
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summer by supplying them with an abundance of 
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each human life has been calculated to be worth 
$2000 fo the commonwealth, it will be seen tha’ 
the annual loss of St. Louis from the deaths, 
astly avoidable, of babies, totals four millions 
To supplement the work now being done by 
the Pure Milk Commission in St. Louis, physi-

One of the leading specialists in children’s dis- 
eases asserts that more than 50 per cent of the 
ailments, includi the most’ deadly ones, .are 
due to improper feeding. Under this heading he 
places rickets, summer complaint, marasmus, mal- 
nutrition, scurvy, stomatitis, diarrhoea. constipa- 
‘tion, gastritis'and all the other diseases of the 
alimentary canal. — 

This, h® says, is no fault of the doctors, whose 
‘medicine fails simply because it is overcome 
with improper food. Efforts to draw up a formu- 

.la for food suitable to sick babies resulted in 
the discovery that no two children do well on any 
set formula, each baby needinz just that food 
which suited its peculiar condition. 

And this is what led to the “baby dairy.” No 
‘two of the little patients there are treated alike. 
‘From the first each is distinetive casé, and 
fontinues as such to the} time it is discharged, 
Which does not occur until the infant can retain 
and procure nourishment from plain cow’s milk.

An atandance of 
pasteurized milk is prescribed, and with it small 
quantities of acetic acid, the active principle of 
vinegar. | 

The first question asked the mother of a sick 
baby is whether she is nursing it or feeding it 
with-a bottle. If the child-be nursing the mother 
is advised to seek medical attention, asthe ail- 
ment is probably due to some parental disorder. 

Should, however, the baby show no improve- 
ment after a time, au analysis is made of the 
mother’s milk to ascertain just what is lacking, 
and this enables the physician to make up a for- 
mula containing the nourishing element missing 
from the natural food. 

From the baby’s parents is secured their his- 
tory and that of the child; what illnesses they 
have had, when and of how long duration; the 
actions of the child during the day and night, 
before and after feeding, and many other ques- 
tions of a hike mature. 

Then the baby is stripped and thoroughly ex- 
amined; the size and shape of its head is meas- 
ured with special instruments, the action of the 
heart and lungs is noted with the stethoscope and 
the limbs and trunk are carefully measured. After 
this it is placed on the scales and the weight to 
the fraction of an ounce noted, 

A sample of its former food is secured for 
analysis, and the first day’s food, which is for 
the most part experimental, is given out. It 
sometimes takes several days before the proper 
food ean be ascertained, and: during that time the 
necessity for detailed report upon the actions of 
the youngster throughout the full 24 hours is im- 
pressed upon the parents. 

Every day the mother calls for the supply of 
food, which is put up in sterilized bottles, each 
containing the exact quantity for one feeding, 
each with a separate nipple and the whole in a 
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‘metal box filled with ice. If a child is to recéive 
three ounces of food every three hours, the box 
contains eight bottle for the full day’s feeding. 

The milk is packed in ice from the time it is 
first bottled on the farm until it is taken by the 
child. A thorough test of each consignment is 
made in order to find the percentage of fats and 
proteids. contained, and also to determine the ex- 
act amovwnt of souring; this is called “the acidity 
test.”’ 

In preparing the food the ph¥sician decides just 
what proportion of fats; prot<ids and sugar each 
case calls for, and he mixes them according to his 
own formula. At times, when. no: improvement 
is noted, it is necessary to dextrinize the food, 
that is. by a chemical process to change the 
starchy particles into sugar, In other cases the 
food is peptonized. 

Kven after the child has been, pronounced cured 
the parents are urged to call at! least once a week 
to confer with the physician as to the child’s wel- 
fare, and to receive suggestions as to keeping it 
healthy and guarding it against the ailments of 
growing children.
